MEMOIRS  of  the  HonouraLin  CHARLES 
JAMES  I  OX. 

^^HIS  celebrated  member  of  the  Hoiife 
A  of  Commons,  in  which  .ilicnTihly  lie 
is  one  of  the  reprefentatives  for  the  bo¬ 
rough  of  Malmibiiry,  is  the  fecund  fun 
of  Henry  Fox,  who  was  created  n  peer 
of  the  realm  in  1763,  by  the  title  c:f  Earcn 
Iloliaud  of  Foxiey. 

His  Lordlhip  railed  himfelf  by  his  ?.bi- 
ritle»!  to  fevcral  l»igh  ofnees  under  the 
crown  in  the  reign  of  his  late  Mujelly  ; 
in  1754,  wc  find  him  .^cciet  ny  at  W  a-, 
2ni,  :n  I  755,at  the  head  cf  ad ra¬ 
tion,  being  appointed  SecreMiy  of  St.-te 
tor  the  foiuhern  department  upon  t!:e 
refignation  of  Sir  TiH)nias  Robin fofi  — 
Tae  misfortunes  attending  tiic  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  war  with  France  m 
i;j6,  cccafioned  fuch  difconicr.t  and 
Coinfdaints  againtl  the  miniftry,  that,  in 
the  month  of  November,  the  King  was 
racioufly  picaied  to  comply  with  the 
prayers  of  his  people,  by  cl’.a'^ging  his 
niiniftry  ;  and  Mr  Pill  facceeded  Mr 
*ox.  However,  in  the  cuurlV  of  the 
year  1757,  a  coalition  took  place  bd  wecfi 
the  heads  of  the  old  and  new  mindtry, 
by  which  arrangemei’t  Mr  Fox  w.s  n<  - 
stinated  to  the  lucrative  p^ft  of 
niattcr  gencral  of  the  forces ;  iu  this 
olfiee  he  continued  till  the  year  17- N

Thy  virtues  arc  the 
toxmon  lubjects  of  converlation,  every 
winter  evening,  at  the  blackfniith’s  ;  and, 
every  Sunday  morning  in  fummer,  upon 
the  fmooth'Worn  tomb-ftone,  urjder  the 
great  yew-tree  in  the  church-yard.  The 
ftrolling  player,  to  whom  thou  formerly 
gaveft  fome  a  b  ice,  travelled  a  long  way 
on  foot,  from  a  far  country,  about  a

Although  two  years  and  feven  months 
have  gone  over  ihy  tomb  ftene,  not  a  let¬ 
ter  is  there  defaced  by  the  finger  of  idle- 
nefs  ;  not  a  corner  is  there  of  it  broken 
off.  Ruftic  lovers  plight  their  honeft 
troth  over  it  by  moonlij^ht.  I'hc  young 
men  play  not  at  chuck-farthing  near  it 
on  Sunda'  ?,  nor  do  the  boys  make  a  mark 
of  ir  to  pc  !^  at  : — and  the  labourers  wlio 
woiktd  tor  thee  when  living,  take  it  by 
turns,  even  in  havveft  time,  to  clear  the 
weeds  aw’Av  from  about  it,  every  Sunday, 
before  the  do<fior  appears  at  his  garden- 
gate.  In  thefc  praifes  I  know  thee  dear¬ 
ly  to  dclight-^and  thefe  praifes  all  are 
thine.  Meavcii  hath  thee  now;  and  I  can¬ 
not  get  much  by  paying  them. 

Account  rf  jMr  Bov/fr’s  Escape  frem 
the  Inquisition  at  Mace  rata,  in 
Italy.

He  now  proceeded  to  Bern,  where  he 
ei.quired  for  the  md miter,  to  whom 
he  difeovered  himfelf  ;  and  met  with  as 
hearty  a  welcome  as  he  had  done  from 
the  honeft  Swifs,  with  the  advantage  of 
more  elegant  eniertaittment.  This  gen- 
tiesnan  tcld  him  that  he  ’would  be  very 
glad  to  have  hin  companv  longer,  but 
though  he  w'as  fure  of  protedtion  there 
from  open  violence,  yet  he  did  not  think 
him  fecure  from  feciet  treachery,  and 
therefore  adviftd  him  to  fet  forward 
next  morning  for  Bdil.  This  town  is 
Uluated  on  the  Rhine,  and  a  boat  goes

Among  this  crew  the  gentleman  advilec! 
Mr  Bower  to  take  his  place,  as  the  molt 
expeditious  way  of  gettinit  to  Kr.gland  • 
and  wrote  his  cpinion  in  a  letter  ],f  re-’ 
commendation  which  he  gave  him  to  * 
friend  of  his  a  miniftcr  at  Bafil  who 
when  he  got  there  received  him  v^rv 
kindly,  and  much  approved  of  i,U 
feheme.  The  boat  was  to  fail  in  two 
days,  during  which,  time  he  kept  cUr- 
quarters;  and  gothimfelf  eqiiipt  fit  for  \ih 
company,  putting  his  other  cloaihs  in  hii; 
portmanteau,  which  he  was  inftrudkd  lo 
take  particular  care  of,  fo  made  it  hi; 
feat  by  day  and  his  pillow  by  night.— 
His  horfe  he  could  take  no  farther,  and 
it  was  fo  much  endeared  to  him  bv  \h^ 
hardftiips  it  Iiad  ihared  with  him,  lii^t 
he  could  not  think  of  leaving  it,  but  in 
the  hands  of  a  very  kind  mailer;  fo 
made  a  prefent  of  it  to  the  minifter, 
after  obliging  him  to  promife  that  none 
but  himieil  fliould  ride  upon  it,  and 
when  it  grew  old  or  iii.firm  it  ihould  ho 
com.fortably  malnt.ained  ;  and  fo  infepa- 
rable  is  humanity  and  tendtrnefs  tioni 
true  peatncis  of  foul,  that  Mr  B.Avcr 
ftied  fomc  tears  imparting  with  his  conr:- 
panion  and  afliftaut  in  his  difticul’ir>'. 
He  now  took  his  place  in  the  boar, 
where  he  was  ftartlcd  at  the  converfrt- 
tion  of  a  parcel  of  vvi  etches,  fuch  as  be 
had  never  before  met  with  :  for  tlioukih 
undoubtedly  they  w'cre  not  worfe  th^.u 
the  company  he  left  in  the  inQui:iiioi>, 
yet  as  barbarity  was  a  fcience  there,  they 
had  ftudied  refinements  which  thefe 
were  not  mafters  of.  Bad  as  this  com¬ 
pany  was,  he  would  have  been  giad  to 
ha\c  ftaid  in  it  a  while  longer  than  lie 
did  ;  for  the  boat  prefeiitly  fprung  a  leak, 
which  obliged  the  mafter  to  put  in  at 
Strafburgh,  where  he  faiil  ihry  muft  fiiy 
a  fortnight  to  have  it  rcp.a:rcJ.  TMi 
would  not  do  for  JVIr  Bower  ;  fo  putn-'g 
oiT  his  ftiabby  drcis  in  the  firft  inn  !.c 
went  to,  he  equipped  himfelf  again  like 
a  gentleman,  hitl  his  ragged  cloaths  un¬ 
der  the  bed,  ftole  out  with  his  p(.»rtrnar.- 
teau  and  went  to  a  good  tavern,  liom 
whence  he  took  place  in  a  diligence,  »)r 
ft  age  coach,  to  go  by  land  to  Calais.  For 
the  firft  three  or  four  days  he  did  not 
hear  a  word  coiicerning  hi.mfclf ;  lo  that 
he  was  in  hopes  the  news  had  not  re.ich- 
ed  France;  but  he  was  foon  undeceived, 
for  in  the  two  or  three  laft  ftagrs  every 
body  was  full  of  which  alarniid  hur. 
prodigioufty. 
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VV’hen  he  came  to  the  inn  at  Calais, 

I  the  tirft  company  he  beheld  was  too  Jc- 
with  the  badge  of  the  Inquiiltion 
(  Which  is  a  red  crofi)  upon  them  in  a 
room  with  feveral  fellows,  who  are  ap¬ 
pointed  to  take  care  of  the  high-roads, 
and  to  apprehend  any  criminal  who  is 
making  hio  eicape.  What  a  fight  was 
this !  Mr  Bower  immediately  hahcned  to 
i  the  water  fide  to  enquire  w'hen  the  pac- 
I  ket  failed  for  England,  and  was  told  not 
:  till  Monday  next,  and  this  was  Friday. 

^  He  then  turned  to  a  waterman,  and  alked 
'  if  he  would  carry  him  over  in  an  optn 
boat.  Are  you  in  earnefl^  Sir  y  Mr  Btiwer 
faid  with  foiue  impatience  h.e  was,  and 
would  rew’ard  him  h  indfomelr.  Truly, 
fays  he,  1  am  not  fuch  a  fool  as  to  drown 
both  you  and  myfclf.  He  made  the  lame 
propofal  to  another,  who  was  equally  lur- 
prifed,  and  returned  him  the  like  anfwcr. 

He  was  foon  fenlible  that  tins  was  a 
wrong  Hep,  but  every  thing  fetmed  to 
diltrefs  him  ;  for  every  body’s  eyes  were 
now  fixed  upon  him,  as  a  peifon  of  ex¬ 
traordinary  confeqfiencc :  either  he  had 
iiifpatches  of  the  laft  importance,  or  v.  as 
fome  enormous  olTender  efcaping  from 
juftice;  fo  tliat,  in  Ihort  he  douhltd  the 
pofTibiiity  of  getting  back  to  his  inn,  and 
iufpcded  every  one  he  met  was  going  to 
lay  hold  on  him.  But  when  he  got 
there,  feeing  the  room  empty  where  the 
‘  Jefuits  had  been,  he  faitl  to  a  woman 
that  belonged  to  the  lioufe,  “  What  is 
become  of  the  good  company  1  left 
here  O  Sir,  fays  flie,  I  am  forry  to 
tell  yon,  but  they  arc  upfiairs  fearching 
your  portmanteau.’^  Think  wliat  a 
fituaticn  this  was !  Not  a  moment  fe- 
cure  to  confider  in.  Me  <irow  out  his 
pifiols,  but  what  way  might  he  go  ?  By 
water  he  could  not.  To  get  out  of  the 
gates  he  muff  pafs  tlie  guards  and  m(<tt 
probably  they  were  appriftd  of  him  ! 
Was  it  poffible  for  him  to  (lip  out  and 
hide  himfrif  any  where  till  dark,  and 
then  fcale  the  walls  ?  He  did  not  know 
the  height  of  them,  and  if  he  failed  in 
the  attempt  ue  was  ruined.  The  dauiwis 
he  had  furmounted  ferved  to  aggravate 
hi?  prefent  circumft.tr.ccs — after  out- 
vycathering  fo  hmg  a  (form,  to  perilh 
within  fight  of  the  defired  haven  !  (and 
what  but  the  moll  fiiigular  inllaiu’e  of 
Providence  could  iiave  prevented  it  r)  in 
the  ndtill  of  thefe  diftraifting  though'^  lie- 
heard  fome  company  laughing  and  tall:- 
ing  very  loud,  and  hearkening  a  moment 
I  at  the  door,  found  it  was  a  language  i  c 
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did  not  uuderftand  j  fo  cirncluding  them 
to  be  Engliih,  he  infimily  ruflied  into 
the  room,  and  put  them  into  alnioft  as 
great  coufiuion  33  he  was  in  timlVlf ;  at 
lait,  feeing  my  Lord  Ballimore,  whom  he 
had  foimerly  known  iu  italvjhcaddref- 
f-*d  him  With,  “  Mv  Emd,  |  would  beg 
the  favour  of  a  word  in  private  with 
your  Lordlhip.*’  This  but  increafrd  the 
ailoniiiiiueni  wideh  his  sp;  earauce  had 
thrown  my  Lord  and  his  cumpany  iiuo; 
a  piftol  cocked  in  liaud,  another 
fucking  in  Ids  fieevr,  and  en:erii<g  the 
room,  as  i.ord  Ballimore  juerwariiM  t{>!d 
him,  with  fi’cn  a  drtermiri-d  air. 

Lord  defired  he  would  lay  iiown  Ids  pif¬ 
tol,  he  did  fo,  begging  j^.irdon  tor  net 
doing  it  before  ;  foruc  of  the  gcnilenu  0 
told  him  of  the  other,  w’ucii  he  likt  wile 
laid  down.  My  Lord  allred  l.im  if  he 
had  no  other  arms  about  him  and  being 
alFured  he  had  not,  went  aiide  a  mo¬ 
ment,  when  ^Ir  l*ower  made  himfelf 
known  to  liim.  “  Mr  Bower  !  cried  he,  m 
auiazefuent,  you  are  undone,  anil  I  can¬ 
not  proteiit  you  ;  they  are  above  fearch- 
big  your  aj.ar^meiit.  But  (a  lucky 
thought  that  iuftant  occurring)  let  us  all 
rife  up  and  get  to  my  boat.”  7'his  was 
immediately  done,  and  luccceded  ;  for 
tl»e  boat  being  very  near,  they  reached  it 
unobferved,  w  hen  all  jumping  in,  ri'wt  d 
with  four  pair  of  oars  to  the  ^acht, 
wide!)  lay  about  two  miles  (iff  at  lea  , 
(in  it  my  Lord  and  hi'.  c(^mp.cny  had  iult 
cornea  pleafunng);  an  l  fetting  lai!  wiih  a 
fair  wind,  prelently  got  to  Dover,  v.  i.cre 
be  lundtil  jufe  on  the  iith  day  of  '^uly  1732.

With  regard  to  read- 
irg,  nothing  comes  amifs  to  them;  bn^ 
as  their  reading  is  ceikkted  with  neithc’- 
dlfctrnir.cnt  nor  choice,  fo  it  is  cultiva¬ 
ted  with  ntiiher  ilefign  nor  method: 
hence  it  can  never  be  of  any  ready  and. 
immediate  ufe  'o  ihemklvcs  or  others.

It  is  flippofed,  for  example,  that  a 
confiderable  a.ivantage  would  rcfiiit  both 
to  the  revenue  and  to  conlumer,  ,  if  the 
(lifTcrent  taxes  upon  beer  were  all  laid  on 
the  malt,  it  beicig  much  ealier  to  defraud 
the  revenue  in  a  brewery  t’lan  in  a  malt- 
houle  ;  and  fuen  a  duty  woi.hl  reach  pri¬ 
vate  breweries,  which  at  prefen^  have  a 
parti-*!  advantage.  The  objeiition  that 
this  plan  would  lay  too  great  a  load  upon 
the  tnalfl-er,  is  in  fomc  degree  weakened, 
by  obferving  that  the  whoje  is  at  prefent 
paid,  with  all  farther  additions,  by  the 
brewer.  In  other  inftances,  it  is  thought 
that  the  revenue  ftiffcrs  by  the  duty  being 
paid  in  the  firft  ifage.  Sugar,  for  example, 
is  charged  with  a  duty  on  importation; 
the  Welt  India  merchants  pay  that  duly; 
the  liigar  refiner  repays  him,v\^ith  inicrcll 
eind  commiflion  ;  the  grocer  repays  the 
refiner  in  like  manner,  and  is  repaid  by 
the  confumer,

cles  which  do  not  pafs  diredtiy  from  the 
importer  to  the  confumer,  the  fum  adde<l 
to  the  price,  on  acCiHiut  rf  the  duty, 
may  be  computed  ?i  one-third  above  the 
duty.  Tiiis  is  one  reafon  why  Excifes 
are  more  productive  than  CuftouiS,  and 
preferabie  in  a  mere  qncfiion  of  revenue. 

It  certainly  appears  too,  from  expe¬ 
rience,  that  the  Excife  laws  confounded 
the  operations  of  the  fmugglers  no'ch 
more  than  thofe  of  the  Cnftom?,  and  that 
the  nearer  the  latter,  without  vexation  to 
the  people,  can  be  made  to  approximate 
to  the  the  more  pr.  duCtive  they 

wili  be.  There  are  many  articles  of  great 
and  Valuable  coafumption,  where  gt)od3 
Tiiighc  be  warchoufed  and  pafs  by  pe«mit. 
It  is  evident  too,  tiiat  iliC  Excile  laws 
might  be  api'lii  d  to  the  duly  on  wine, 
without  anv  d.anger  to  popular  libettics, 
and  with  great  benefit  tv»  the  geneial 
health.  Tea  is  fo  portable  and  fo  valii- 
Hblean  atlicle,  that  it  is  the  favourite  ob¬ 
ject  of  finuggiers,  by  which  the  revenue 
is  defrauded  to  a  great  amount  ;  and 
fums,  by  tlils  CtanJeftinc  trade,  are 


fent  annually  out  of  the  kingdom  into  the 
continent.  Ji  has  been  eitimated,  thit 
above  eight  millions  of  pounds  of  adulte¬ 
rated,  unwhokfomc,  and  fmuggled  tea, 
are  annually  confnmed  within  Great  Bri¬ 
tain.  Jt  IS  this  article  too  which  brarr 
the  expcnce  of  m  my  fmuggling  vdlels, 
and  lupports  them  in  bringing  other  ob¬ 
jects  of  clandeliine  trade.  If  it  were 
p'aCVicable  to  fubjeCt  tci  a  general  ex¬ 
cife,  the  duty  might,  perhaps,  be  lowered, 
fo  as  to  leave  this  commodity  at  two- 
thuds  of  the  prefent  price  to  the  con- 
Aimers,  and  yet  to  raife  a  much  larger 
duty  to  the  ^.ite  In  Holland,  a  t  x'is 
levied  on  each  peifon  for  a  licence  to 
drmk  tea.  This,  on  individuals,  would 
amount  to  a ca  itati on  ;  upon  fa.idliesit 
would  be  a  mere  iKiufe-lax;  and  in  citi.er 
cafe,  would  ic'.e  the  advantage  of  a  tax  ou 
confumablc  couimodities,  wo'iich  ihould 
operate  according  to  the  voluntary  con- 
lunip:ion.

It  is  an  unfortunate,  but 
generally  received  ( pinion,  th'it  great 
fehemes  of  reformation  innft  have  quiet 
ti.mes  to  give  them  birth  and  tficCl  J'hs 
reverfe  of  this  ispcrl»>na  the  truth;  for 
when  afF  irs  go  imoollily  on,  icilciiels  and 
felf* indulgence  are  generally  an  (.vcr- 
match  for  puidic  fpirit  ;  and.  men  are  not 
eafily  previiled  upt-n  to  quit  the  beaten 
road.  But  iimei>  ot  d  fticultv  n.imraily 
a*  d  f arcibly  call  forth  activity  and  ex¬ 


ertions.

Without  reprobating, 
or  even  difputing  the  notions  of  refpec- 
table  men,  whofe  fpirit  and  abilities  are 
esKcmplary,  and  ufeful  to  the  public,.  I 
axn  content  to  call  your  Lordlhip’s  at¬ 
tention  to  matters  more  obvious. 

Id  1781,  nineteen  millions  fterling 
will  fall  from  an  intercfl  of  cent*  to 
3  per  cent*  In  1782,  4  millions  and  one- 
half  will  fall  trom  3-5:.  to  3  per  cent* ;  and 
the  faving  in  thefe  inftances  alone  will 
furnifh  a  fond  for  the-  intcreft  t»f  feven 
millions.  There  are  fcvcral  acceffions 
alfo  annually  accruing  to  the  public  from 
.the  expiration  of  life  annuties. 

But  the  Ball  India  Company  alone 
prefent  great  and  ample  refouices.  In 
their  approaching  application  for  a  re¬ 
newal  of  their  charter,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  foftcring  attention  and 
tendernefs  which  was  Otewn  to  them  on 
a  late  occafion,  will  be  continued  to  an 
.  eftabliihmcnt,  from  which  this  empire  has 
derived,  and  continues  to  derive  fo  large 
a  branch  of  its  commerce  and  revenue. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  as  little  to  be 
doubted  that  the  Company  will  be  fenfiblc 
of  tUcconftitulional  right  (and  perhaps  the 
equity)  of  the  claim  to  their  territorial 
\  acquilitions  ;  and  that,  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  thefe  great  confiderations,  they 
will,  in  return  for  continuing  their  fortu¬ 
nate  monopoly,  be  able  not  only  to  fur- 
nilb  a  confiderablc  afliftance  to  this  coun¬ 
try  in  money,,  but  an  amp’e  income  from 
their  acquifitions,  to  be  employed  as  a 
.  farther  and  permanent  refource. 

“  Here  I  fhall  ch*fe  this  fubjedt,  and  if 
in  the  candid  confiderati<m  cf  our  dif¬ 
ficulties  and  rcfourccs,  I  have  been  for¬ 
tunate  enough  to  impart  any  fharc  of  that 
confidence  which  has  grown  upon  me 
through  the  whole  progrefs  of  this  en¬ 
quiry,  or  to  invite  better  reafonings  to  a 
fimilar  effedf,  I  (hall  feel  fatisfied  with  the 
lacrifice  ofaleifure  in  other  1  efpedts  of 
little  conlcquencc.*^ 

Upon  the  whole,  Mr  Eden  dilcovers  a 
very  deep  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 
trade  and  commerce,  and  his  letters 
merit  the  attention  of  the  noble  Lord  to 
w'hom  they  are  addrefl'ed,  and  of  the 
Right  Honourable  Board  at  which  he  pre- 
.  fides.

^be  History  of  Women,  from  th 
earlieft  Antiquity  to  the  prefent  Time*

IF  we  look  into  the  claflic  writers  of 
Greece  and  Rome,  we  find  but  a  very 
unfavourable  reprefentation  of  the  female 
chara6lcr.^  Many  of  their  poets,  orators, 
and  biltorians,  fpeak  of  women  in  very 
coarfe  and  indelicate  language.  Homer 
makes  Agamemnon  exclaim  agaiiifi  the 
whole  fex  in  mod  opprobrious  terms, 
which  Mr  Pope  thus  paraphrafes  ; 

O  woman,  woman!  when  to  ill  thy  rwind 
Is  bent,  all  hell  contains  no  fouler  fend! 

Agamemnon,  it  muft  be  confeffed,  had 
received  great  provocation  from  his  wife. 
She  had  not  only  been  unfaithful  to  him 
in  his  abfence,  but  had  murdered  him  on 
his  return  from  Troy.  It  is  no  wonder, 
therefore,  that  the  indignant  hero  in  the 
(hades  flies  out  into  tliefe  vehement  in- 
vei^lives.  This  may  be  fome  apology  (or 
Homer.  But  other  w*  iters  have  ufed 
the  like  farcaftic  cxprefTuDns,  where  there 
has  not  been  fo  much  reafon.  Many  of 
the  Jewifti  writers  *,  the  fathers,  and 
the  monks,  have  likewife  treated  the  fe¬ 
male  fex  with  a  cynical  rudenefs :  aiid 
one  Severu.s,  the  founder  of  a  fedl,  ab- 
furdly  maintained,  that  woman  was  the 
work  of  an  evil  demon.  Thefe  are  indi¬ 
cations  of  ignorance  and  brutality  01 
manners. 

When  men  had  made  a  greater  pro¬ 
grefs  in  knowledge  and  politenefs,  they 
began  to  entertain  very  different  fentj- 
ments  of  women,  and  commenced,  not 
only  their  admirers,  but  their  poets,  bio¬ 
graphers,  and  hiftorians.  As  women  arc 
undoubtedly  the  moft  amiable  part  of  the 
creation,  formed  to  be  our  friends  and 
companions,  and  endowed  with  thole 
qualities  which  arc  peculiarly  calculated 
to  foftcii  our  hearts,  refine  our  afteiftions, 
polilh  our  manners,  alleviate  our  cares, 
and  enliven  our  focial  hours  ;  as  they  are 
the  fprings  w'hich  fet  in  motion,  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  diretft,  almoft  every  adtion  of 
our  lives  ;  as  many  of  them  have  appear¬ 
ed  with  applaufc  in  the  republic  of  let¬ 
ters,  and  have  condiidled  the  afiiirs  ot 
dates  and  kingdoms  with  integrity, 
nanimity,  and  honour,  they  are  certainly

The  author  of  this  work  confiders 
them  in  almod  every  fituation  of  life.  He 
eleferibes  their  education,  employments, 
smufements,  advantages,  dilad vantages, 
eirtnes,  vices,  charaders,  drefs,  orna- 
ments,  rights,  privileges,  and  immuni¬ 
ties,  with  the  various  cuftoms  attending 
courtfliip,  marriage,  and  widowhood,  in 
?ll  nations,  from  the .  beginning  of  the 
.vorld  to  the  prefent  time. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  extenfive  work,  the 
learned  author,  whenever  there  feeras  to 
be  a  proper  opportunity,  introduceb  fome 
(hort  ciirfory  difquifitions  on  fubjeds 
that  are  curious,  and  bear  a  near,  or  per¬ 
haps  only  a  diftant, relation  to  the  hiftory 
of  women  :  fuch  as,  the  Origin  of  Eu¬ 
nuchs,  and  of  Witchcraft,  the  Diico- 
very  of  Diamonds  and  Silk,  6cc. 

As  the  lad  article  is  one  of  the  mod 
iifeful  and  elegant  materials  that  ever  was 
invented  for  the  embellilhmcnt  of  beauty, 
the  following  fhort  account  of  it  may  not 
be  unacceptable  to  the  reader. 

“  Silk  is  faid  to  have  been  brought 
from  Perfia  into  Greece  313  years  before 
Chrift,  and  from  India  to  Rome  in  the 
year  274  after  Chrid.  During  the  reign 
of  Tiberius,  a.law  was  made  in  the  fenate 
forbidding  men  to  debafe  themfcivcs  by 
wearing  lilk,  which  was  fit  only  for  wo¬ 
men.  It  was  in  tbefe  days  fuppofed  to 
grow  like  cotton  upon  trees.  In  the 
year  555,  two  monks  brought  from  Ce- 
rinda,  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  to  Conftantino- 
pie,  the  eggs  of  fome  filk- worms,  which 
having  batched  in  a  dunghill,  they  fed 
the  young  infeds  wdth  mulberry  leaves, 
and  by  this  management  they  foon  multi¬ 
plied  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  manufadures 
of  filk  were  ereded  at  Conftaiiiinople,  at 
.  Athens,  at  Thebes,  and  at  Corinth.  In 
the  year  113c,  Roger,  king  of  Sicily, 
brought  manufadurersof  filk  from  Greece 
and  fettled  them  at  Palernao,  where  they 
taught  the  Sicilians  the  art  of  breeding 
the  filk- worms,  and  of  fpinningand  w’cav- 
ing  the  filk.  From  Sicily  the  art  was 
carried  into  Italy,  from  thence  to  Spain  ; 
and  a  little  before  the  time  of  Frar.cis  I. 
it  was  brought  to  the  fouth  of  France. 
Henry  l\r.  of  France  was  at  great  pains 
to  introduce  manufadures  of  filk  into  his 
kingdom,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  his 
favrxirite  minifter  thr  Duke  de  Sully,  and 
oy  hiR  perfevcrance  at  laft  brought  tiiem 
Vo  a  tolerable  perfedion.  In  the  year 
U863  the  ladies  of  fome  noblemen  firft 


appeared  in  filk  mantles  in  England,  at  a 
ball  in  Keniiclworth  Caftic  in  Warwitk- 
Ihire.  In  the  year  1620,  the  art  of  weav¬ 
ing  filk  was  firlt  introduced  into  England; 
and  in  the  year  1719,  Lumbers  machine 
for  throwing  filk  was  ereded  at  Derby,  a 
piece  of  mechanifm  which  well  deferves 
the  attention  and  applaufe  of  every  be¬ 
holder ;  it  contains  26,586  wheels,  the 
whole  of  which  receive  their  motion  from 
one  wheel  that  is  turned  by  water.  Such 
w  as  the  introdudion  of  filk,  but  it  conti¬ 
nued  long  too  fcarce  and  dear  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  common  ufe.  Henry  II.  of 
France  was  the  firfi  who  in  Europe  wore 
lilk  ftockings ;  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
VII.  no  filk  ilockings  had  ever  appeared 
in  England  ;  Edward  VI.  his  iTon  and 
fiicceflbr,  was  prelented  by  Sir  Thomaa 
Grefiiam  with  the  firlt  pair  that  ever 
w^ere  worn  in  this  country  ;  and  the  pre¬ 
fent  was  at  that  time  much  talked  of  ai 
valuable  and  uncommon.  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  was  alfo  prefenied  with  a  pair  of 
black  filk  ftockingg  by  her  filk-woman, 
and  was  fo  fond  of  them,  that  wc  arc  toftl 
by  , Hoi  well  ilic  never  wore  any  other 
kind  afterwards.  From  thefe  times, 
however,  filk  has,  in  every  lhape,  become 
fo  common  in  this  country,  that  it  is  now 
no  longer,  as  formerly,  the  diltinguilhing 
badge  of  rank  and  opulence,  but  to  be 
found  among  every  ftation,  from  the 
throne  to  the  dunghill.’’ 

'  In  this  work  the  learned  and  induftri- 
ous  author  Teems  to  have  exhaailltd  the 
fiibjcift.  His  account  of  women,  and 
every  intcrefting  particular  concern¬ 
ing  that  fex,  is  as  full  and  circum- 
ftanlial  as  any  one  can  reafonably  dcftie- 
Sometimes,  indeed,  his  readers  may 
think  him  too  prolix  \  bat  he  never  dc- 
Tcends  into  trilling  details.  His  icinarkft 
arc  rational  and  judicious  ;  and  his  nar¬ 
rative  fupported  with  digniiy. 

As  he  wilhed  to  adapt  his  work  more 
particularly  to  women,  he  has  profeifed- 
iy  avoided  all  marginal  references.  Hue 
this,  wc  apprehend,  is  a  defeat  in  an  hil- 
torical  coir.pilatiorr,  Refercrces  w'ould 
not  have  injured  the  beauty  ot  his  page  ; 
and,  in  many  cafes,  would  h^ve  been  ex¬ 
tremely  proper.  Almolt  every  reader, 
whole  approbation  in  of  any  importance, 
frequently  finds  occafion  to  wifii,  that 
authors,  more  elpccially  hiltorians, 
would  condefeend  to  point  mit  the  au¬ 
thority  on  which  tLdr  adcriions  are 
founded. 
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A»  Introduction  ta  the  Theory  ami 
Pra^ice  of  SuRC-RY.  By  WiHiam

IN  a  preface  to  this  work,  the  author, 
whofe  acquaintance  ivith  the  former 
Itatc  of  hU  pndeflion,  as  well  as  thepre- 
lent  pradtice,  appears  to  be  very  exteu- 
five,  dehrers  a  co  icife  hiliorical  account 
of  lurgery  from  the  carlieft 'ctaivnings  of 
the  art. 

The  firft  fedtion  of  the  wi-ik  contains 
a  general  view  of  the  human  body  and 
'  animi‘  oeconomy,  as  adapted  to  furgtry, 
under  the  feverai  *divifions  of  oflcology, 
the  muicular  fyrtern,  the  vafcular  fyftem, 
the  nervous  fyftem,  the  cellular  fy  ftem,  and 
the  fluids ;  in  treating  of  the  latter  of 
which,  the  author  gives  a  brief  account 
of  the  general  laws  of  the  circulatioTi. 

The  fccond  iedtion  treats  of  the  general 
proximate  caufe  of  external  inflamma* 
tions;  their  fymptoms,  diftindtions,  prog- 
noftics,  and  method  of  treatment.  Mr 
Deafc  enumerates  the  opinions  which 
have  been  entertained  by  ditferent  wri-  . 
ters  concerning  the  caufe  of  inflamma¬ 
tion,  and  advances  fomc  farther  contide- 
rations  for  elucidating  its  real  nature. 

The  third  fedtion  is  employed  on  fup- 
puration,  the  treatment  of  which  is  dif- 
tindtiy  confidered  under  three  different 
points  of  view  ;  firft,  when  the  matter  is 
forming  ;  fecondly,  when  formed;  and 
laftly,  the  manner  of  letting  it  out,  and 
the  treatment  after. 

The  lubjedt  of  the  fourth  fedfion  is  the 
gangrene,  of  which  alfo  liie  hiltory,  prog- 
noflic,  and  method  of  cure,  ate  dillindtly 
delivered. 

TJic  fifth  Oedlion  comprehends  the  can- 
fes,  rrognoftics,  and  cure  of  ulcers,  which 
arc  diftinguiflicd  into  leveral  ciafl'es,  viz. 
fcorbutic,  Icrophulous,  venereal,  carious, 
cancerous,  and  fiflulous.  The  author 
juftly  remark®,  that  the  indilcrimiuate 
adminifttation  of  mercury,  in  all  cafes  of 
ulcers,  is  an  exceeding  bad  pradtice,.  al¬ 
though  a  very  common  one,  and  is  in  no 
inftance  produdlive  of  worfe  confeqnen- 
ccs  than  in  thole  ppirid  ulcers,  the  clfcdt 
of  a  fcorbutic  habit  of  body,  where  the 
healthy  crafts  of  the  humourt.  is  broken 
(b)wn,  and  they  ftrongly  tend  to  a  ftaie 
of  putrefcency.  ♦ 

The  fixth  fedion  treats  of  wounds  in 
general,  which  are  confidered  in  the  fame 
rational  and  pradical  manner  as  the  pre¬ 
ceding  fubjedts.  To  the  whole  the  au¬ 
thor  has  added  notes  and  illuftrations,  1

peace  cftablifliincnt  wasatleaft  7,000,0001. 
In  the  year  1775  cxpenccs  of  tbefe 
three  departments  were  3,700,000!.  In 
the  year  1776,^6^000,000!.  And  in  1777 
and  1778,  upwards  of  10, coo, cool.  Be- 
fides  this,  what  were  the  number  of 
troops  that  were  to  be  fuftained  ?  There 
was  at  prefent  in  England,  for  the  de¬ 
fence  only  of  the  ifland,  100, coo  men 
voted  by  pariiament,—Tlie  eftablifhment 
in  Ireland  was  about  15,000.  The  num¬ 
ber,  as  deduced  from  parliamentary  ac¬ 
counts,  at  prefent  faid  to  exiftin  America 
and  the  Weftern  iflands,  75,000 ;  in  all 
upwards  of  190,000  men  in  the  pay  of 
this  country.  As  to  the  navy  alfo,  it  wa« 
known  that  there  were  85, *00  men  juft 
voted  there;  fo  that,  adding  thereto  the 
lift  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  thoufand, 
and  including  a1f<i  the  armies  kept  up  by 
the  Eaft  India  Company,  and  the  volun¬ 
teer  aflbciaiions  of  Ireland,  to  the  amount 
of  40.CC0  men,  which  might  in  fume  fort 
be  faid  to  live  upon  this  country,  the 
total  rcfult  would  arife  to  very  near 
300,000  men.  To  tbefe  confideralions  it 
w’as  to  be  added,  that  the  nations  with 
whom  we  had  to  contend  were  more 
than  triple  our  fuperiors  in  the  number 
of  inhabitants.  France  and  Spain  alone 
exceeded  us  io  much,  excluding  the  sc- 
ceffion  of  the  inferior  powers  on  the  bor¬ 
ders  of  the  Mediterranean,  as  Naples, 
^c.  and  Portugal,  whofc  interpofiticn 
againft  us  was  every  day  to  be  expe<5ted. 
There  were  but  two  methods,  as  he  had 
previoufly  ohferved,  if  this  war  was  to  be 
perfevered  in,  and  thofe  were,  ceconomy, 
and  a  ftledlion  of  the  wifeft  heads  into  all 
the  departments  of  Adm.iniftraiion.  The 
ftate  he  had  given  of  our  finances  fudR- 
ciently  demonftrated  the  neceftity  of  the 
former  and  the  experienceof  paft  times  had 
often  evinced  the  excellent  tfFedfs  ariftng 
even  in  the  moft  defperate  emergencies 
from  the  latter. 

His  Grace  difclaimed  any  perfonal  in¬ 
tention  in  the  motion  he  fbould  propofe ; 
one  main  purport  of  which  was,  he  faid, 
to  procure  a  redodtion  of  the  Civil  Lift, 
which  was  now  by  a  late  grant  of  parlia¬ 
ment  incrcafed  to  the  enormous  fum  of 
900,000!.  He  declared  he  did  not  wifti 
to  abridge  his  Majefty  of  any  part  of  his 
(late  and  fplendor,  or  any  of  his  perfonal 
enjoyments  ;  but  in  matters  of  great  na¬ 
tional  importance  he  thought  it  was  aU 
ways  proper  that  the  example  ftiould  be 
'^et  by  the  Crown. 

Aftef  a  gl\:at  variety  of  arguments  in 
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fupport  of  the.  neceffity  of  commencine 
to  reform,  and  to  economize,  and  tha* 
not  partially,  but  on  a  broad,  gencrar 
and  univerfal  pJan,  his  Grace  concluded 
his  fpecch  with  moving, 

“  That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefen- 
ted  to  bis  Majefty,  to  btfeech  his  Majefty 
to  refiedt  on  the  manifold  diftreffes  and 
difficulties  in  which  this  kingdom  is  in- 
volved,  too  deeply  felt  to  ftand  in  need  of 
enumeration. 

To  reprefent  that  amidft  the  many 
and  various  matters  that  require  refer- 
mation,  and  muft  undergo  corredlion  be¬ 
fore  this  country  can  rife  fuperior  to  its 
powerful  enemies  ;  the  wafte  of  public 
treafure  requires  inftant  remedy;  that 
profufion  is  not  vigour ;  and  that  it  is 
become  indifpenfably  ncceflary  to  adopt 
that  true  ceconomy,  which,  by  reforming 
all  iifelefs  expcnccs,  creates  confidence  in 
Government,  gives  energy  to  its  exer¬ 
tions,  and  provides  the  means  for  their 
continuance. 

“  Humbly  to  fubmit  to  his  Majefty, 
that  a  confiderable  redudtion  of  bis  Ma- 
jefty's  Civil  Lift  would  be  an  txamp’c 
well  becoming  his  Majefty’s  paternal  af- 
fedtion  for  his  people,  and  his  own  di^’ni- 
ty,  would  not  fail  of  difftifmg  its  influ¬ 
ence  through  every  department  of  the 
State,  and  would  add  true  lullre  to  hi^ 
Crowm  from  the  grateful  feelings  of  a 
diftrcfTed  people. 

**  To  affure  his  Majefty  that  this  Hoirc 
will  readily  concur  in  promoting  fc  d-f- 
firable  a  purpofc  ;  and  many  one  of  irs 
members  will  chearfully  fubmit  to  fiirU 
redudtion  of  emf>lument,  in  any  office  he 
may  hold,  as  his  Majefty  in  his  royal

Lord  Stormont  replied  to  the  Duke  of 
Richmond.
